ther neglects and abules committed oꝛ ſuffered by the laid officers of pozts and other officers 
of the Cuſtomes, doe ſtraightly charge and command all and all maner of perſens, that haue 
heretofoze made 02 ſhall hereafter make any ſeiſure oꝛ ſeiſures foꝛ his Mateſty, foꝛ any cauſe 
whatſoeuer concerning his Majeſt. Cuſtomes 02 Pmpoſts, That they and euery of them doe 
foꝛthwith oꝛ pꝛeſently after ſuch ſeiſures hereafter to be made, make due and ſpeedy returne 
thereok in wating into his Mateſttes court of Exchequer, without concealing oꝛ vſing any vn⸗ 
neceſſary delay in the returne thereof. as they and euery of them will anſwer the contrary at 
their vttermoſt perrils. And We doe like wiſe ozder, and hereby ſtraightly charge # command. 
That the partie ſo ſeiſing oꝛ wholoeuer eiſe ſhall infoꝛme foꝛ his Maieſty in that behalfe, ſhall 
be bound to pꝛoſecute the ſaid infoꝛmation with effect, #not to make any compoſition what⸗ 
doeutt to: the ſame.mithaut the licence of theſaid Court of Exchequer in the Terme time.
